Tbe caboose was empty and 
tbe engineers and firemen ut the 
i loving train had seen their peril 
end Jumped, escaping with a lew 
slight bruises.

, Two wrecking trains were sent to 
the scene of the disaster and prep- 
• -ntlons made for clearing away the 
ruins and the resumption of trans- 
jpot/fastton. There la quite a stretch 
ot level land where the wre-:k occur- 
no, allowing of tbe building of u 
temporary track around the ruins. 
This was done with all poaslble speed, 
so that with alKiut twelve hours de- 
lay the trains were able to proceed 
on their way. 

The newa of the accident spread 
repldly and far, and by daybreak the 
curious began to arrive. It was a 
day of leliure, and the people took 
vantage of It to wltm-as what 1». 
\e fortunately, a novel sight in 
locality. It Is estimated by many 
V luring the day not less than 
ndrcd people visited the scene, 
was well worth the trip The 
two l>l« engines, only a few hours 
before two symmetrical masses of 
powi„(u! and costly machinery, were 
one big scrap pile of broken, torn 
and twitted metal. Costly cars of 
■teel were shapeless masses, all save 
tbe wheels fit only for Junk. Scat- 
tered along the track for hundreds 
cf yards were coal and coke, very 
little of which will ever see Its des- 
tination, but which will- be gathered 
op by the thrifty and be used to 
bake tbe pone and toast the shins 
of the eater. 

The eye booh tired of looking at 
mangled machinery and 
cal, but \.hen the two wrecking 
tralna got to work the Interest was 
gnsat. With the tall, curved der- 
rick*, one on the front ot each, 
these wrecking engines resembled, 
more than anything else, two huge, 
strange monsters endowed with life, 
and when they would slowly approach 
an engine, seise some part of It and 
back atvay. slowly turning the derrick 
this way. and that, the likeness was 
striking. To lift one of those 
and place It upon a plat- 
oar seemed as child's play,

Tbe Kev. Dr Zephanlah Meek, ol 
Catletbsburg, died at his residence In 
that city ou Saturday, September 4, 
from pneumonia and a complication 
of diseases Inclden'al to advanced 
age. He was 76 years ut agel'bavlug 
celebrated the anniversary of bis 
t nth uu tbe 4lh ot last Manh. 

Dr. Meek was a native of Johnson 
<ounty, where he resided until after 
the close of the Civil War, when lie 
located In Catlettsburg and engaged 
lu business. In 1867 he founded th? 
Christian Observer, a religious news- 
I ajier, devoted to the special Interests 
of the Methodist EpUcopal Church, 
Mouth, but luter chunged the name 
of the paper to the Central Metho- 
dist Several years ago he severed 
Uls connection with the paper and 
bus given bis attention to other bus- 
iness, preaching ou special occasions. 

He was the father-in-law of Mrs. 
Mamie P. Meek, member of the fac- 
ulty of the Mtllersburg Female Col- 
lege, and father of Mesdames T. C. 
Atkinson and M. V. Brown, whose 
husbasds are members of the faculty 
of the West Virginia University, at 
Morgantown. Besides, he leaves four 
sons and auother daughter, Mrs. J. 
B. Hattnn, of Independence, Mo. 

In the death of Or. Meek the com- 
mercial and religious Interests of this 
entire section have suffered a great 
less, in every work that had for Its 
aim the betterment of bis adopted 
home he was an able, helpful leader. 
Upon going to Catlettsburg and cast- 
ing his lot with the people of that 
city be at once made for himself a 
prominent place In Its social, business 
.md religious affairs, and as the years 
lassed that place became more 
strongly entrenched. 

As a business man Dr. Meek was 
active, enterprising, liberal nnd hon- 
est. As a private citizen he sought 
t tie welfare of the people, always 
itandlng for truth and the right 
He believed In temperance to the 
joint of total abstlncr.ee and the 
1 roblbiUon of the sale of Intoxicants, 
and as he believed so did he work 
and vote. Yet he had no harsh 
v>ords, no denunciation for '.hose 
who thought nnd acted otherwise, and 
when he was beaten at the polls on 
the liquor question lie bad no abuse 
for the victors, but counseled mod- 
eration and uutoikvon the part of all 
In the work of upbuilding and bet- 
tering the city he loved. 

In bis religious belief Dr. Meek was 
ail ardent, enthusiastic Methodist, 
but he was not a sectarian. Every 
t an who professed Christianity was 
his brother In the church, and one 
outside the pale of the organized 
I church was entitled to brotherly aid 
pud consideration. He was a preach- 
er of much force and ability, devot- 
ed to the spiritual and . business In- 
t' re: is of the church. He was a man 
of rine executive ability, and this 
ability made him a power for great 
Rood In the councils of the Metho- 
dist Church. Dr. Meek made both 
his public and his private life accord 
with his professions of faith. Ha 
wus neither a pharlsce nor a hypo- 
crite, consequently he walked among 
bis fellows profoundly respected and 
universally liked. 

The NEWS has no record of prizes 
si'd honors won in school by its 
trlend who now knows more of the 
life beyond than does the wisest of 
earth. Colleges In the days of his 
struggling boyhood and early man 
hood were few and far between, and 
he was poor, yet he lived to become 
by his energy and force of character 
piomtnent as an editor, prominent 
lu tie councils of his church, nnd was 
made a Doctor of Divinity by a lead- 
ing college of his State. He read 
u.uch and well, and remembered it 
all. Hence, however much be might 
bsve felt bis lack of a college edu- 
cation, those who heard him in the 
pulpit aad in the Conference per- 
ceived bo lack of depth or finish. 
Dr. Meek's good words and works 



were not couflned to Catlettsburg. 
He was fond of the valley where he 
was boin, where his wife wus born, 
it nd where their hand-in-baiid Jour- 
ney began. He had preached from 
Us bead to Its close and on the 
tributaries of tbe quiet stream from 
vhlch it took lu name. In the re- 
mote i*rts of this beautiful valley 
as well as In Its thriving towns, 
Zephanlah Meek will be missed and 
mourned. 

Permit a word of personal remark: 
Dr. Meek was ever the friend of this 
laper and its editor. The friendship 
began when paper and editor began 
;tfe together, and it closed only when 
the veteran closed his dim eyes on 
life and Its transitory scenes. To his 
venerable widow and to the children 
of his friend Is tendered a sympathy 
btart-felt and profound. 



Will Sit in New Capitol. 

At a conference between the Judges 
of the Court of Appeals Thursdaj 
morning it was decided to hold court 
for the fall term beginning Septem- 
ber 20 In the new Capitol. Frank 
Kavanaugh, State Librarian, was di- 
rected to have such law books as 
will be needed by the court In place 
In the consultation room In the new 
building by the time court convene*. 
Judges O'Rear, Nunn, Hobson and 
Carroll were present nt the consul- 
tation. It was decided to accept 
Kentucky report No 138 and then 
the matter of occupying the new 
CapttO] was taken up, It was stated 
that the q'tarters In the new Capitol 
are finished and ready to be occu- 
pied, so It was decided to meet In 
their permanent quarters when court 
convenes next. 



North Pole Twice Discovered. 

The entire world was electrlfleol 
when the news was flashed from th«b 
coast of Labrador that Lieut. Itobertt 
E Peary had also discovered the? 
North Pole. Coming five days after- 
the startling announcement by Dr. 
F. A. Cook, of Brooklyn, that he bad 
accomplished the same feat, it waa 
truly sensational. Peary and several 
nembers of his party confirmed th« 
fact. The doughty commander prorog- 
ues to let the world know how he> 
accomplished the daring discovery on. 
April 6, 1909. Dr. Cook, who claims; 
be found the coveted "top of the- 
ciuth" on April 21, 1908, is still then 
cynosure of all eyes at Copenhagen. 
Denmark. He has gained further rec- 
ognition in the world of science slnce- 
his first Btory was given to the- 
world from Lerwick, Shetland Islands-- 
ibis news, received Just five day* 
after the now almos! universally be- 
lieved declaration of Dr. Frederick A- 
Cook that he had found the pole tarn 
April, 1908, has created great excite- 
ment tn the whole civilized world. 
More particularly are geograpbena 
and men of science Btlrred over thc- 
work of these two great explorers;. 
C"Ok and Peary, and extraordinary 
honors will be awarded both these* 
daring men. All they may say 
write regarding their quest and Its 
result wi'l command world-wide at- 
tention. 



BERT TOLLIVER ARRESTED. 



Local Officers Capture man Wanted foi 
iHiiroei and Horsestealing. 



Bert To'llver, of Morehead, wanted 
fo-- murder and horsestealing, was 
arrested near Glenwood, this county 
on Satuiday last. The county tele- 
phones had curried the news of the 
mt.rder and robbery, and parlies were 
on the lookout for the fugitive.

but he stood them off with a pistol 
and took to the hills. 

A warrant for his arrest was issued 
by Squire Webb, and armed with this 
and other persuaders a posse effect- 
ed his capture. He was brought to 
Louisa and lodged In Jail and the 
Boyd county official notified. This 
was done because he had taken the 
stolen horse to that county and left 
It there. Judge Thompson ordered 
his transfer to Boyd arid Tolliver 
was taken there by Milt Cooksey 
and William Howell. 



Big Deal Consummated. 

A deal was consummated last week

The deal which Involves the transfer 
of property estimated at fjl.OOO.OOOL 
has been pending for several months. 
The United Fuel Company is a large 
independent corporation which haat 
for some time been partly supplying:; 
Cincinnati wi'b natural gas. It has: 
large holdings both in oil and gsu* 
in the Roane and Lincoln fields, an* 
is at present engaged in construct- 
ing a pipe line from the Roane field! 
by way of Ravenswood to Columlma, 
Ohio. 

W. O. Johnson, of Chicago, i s 
President of the United States Nat- 
ural Gas Company, and other Chi- 
cago capitalists are interested. It. 
'v;is organized four years ago and 
took over the interests of the Triple- 
State Natural Gas Company from the 
Germer brothers. The United State* 
Company owns extensive gas territory 
in the Roane field and the Warfleldl 
(Ky.) district.

The best method for breeding for 
diJry cows seenis to be often nils-i 
u-iderstood For instance, some peo- 
ple make a point of breeding up a 
Rid Jersey herd for the sake of rich 
milk.
